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Board would control cigarette sales

With an eye on heightening its 
control over local cigarette retail- 
ers, specifically when it comes to 
violations involving tobacco sales to 
minors, the Wilmington Board of 
Health said Monday it will look into 
regulating cigarette sales by requir- 
ing permits for all such sellers. 
Citing surrounding towns, includ- 
ing Tewksbury, which requires cig- 
arette retailers in that town to be 
permitted by its board of health, 
Wilmington Public Health Director 
Gregory Erickson informed the 
board that such regulations were 


. indeed allowed by Mass. General 


No more “smokin’

There are two new Kids in the 
town that is Wilmington High

The new additions are full-time 


hall monitors, one male, one female 
“and both brought on for "health, 


security and safety reasons” after 
two years of discussion within the 
school system, Woods said. 

The move to include monitors - 
who in addition to checking student 
passes in the halls, monitor the 
bathrooms and outside areas of the 
school - was not made because of 
any one event or series of events or 
even due to a wide-scale breakdown 
in discipline at WHS, Rather, 
Woods views it as “a proactive 
step." 


Laws. 

Last year, when the board passed a 
regulation mandating $300 fines for 
any retailer caught selling cigarettes 
to minors, Chairman Dr. James 
Ficociello asked Erickson about the 
legality of requiring permits of re- 
tailers. Erickson said then he didn't 
think it was allowable, but Monday 
he informed the board that it was 
indeed OK 

And the board jumped at the 
mention 

“For multiple violators, this will 
be something to get their attention 
with.” Ficociello stated. “It will put 
teeth in the procedure.” 


While he concedes that, along with 
what seems like the rest of society, 
discipline has dropped off at Wil- 
mington High, he says the school has 
seen that drop no worse than any- 
where else. As a seasoned admini- 
strator, he knows that the days of 
“blind obedience" witnessed when 
he was a student at WHS are gone 
and the inclusion of hall monitors to 
the staff is just one way of curbing 
student violations ranging from the 
age-old smokin’ in the boys’ (or 
girls’) room to cutting class. 

But the monitors are also protect- 
ing students from potentially dan- 
gerous outside elements by keeping 
an eye on strangers entering the 
building for whatever reason 

"It’s just a way to tighten up the 
building, make people more vigilant 
and aware,” Woods said. 

And, both monitors were chosen 
in part. for their abilities to aid 


Grant could employ 
civilian dispatcher

The Wilmington Police Depart- 
ment is slated to receive $63,603 in 
federal grant monies as part of the 
crime bill's COPS MORE program, 
which is administered by the Justice 
Department. 

The announcement came Wednes- 
day morning from U.S. Rep. Peter 
Torkildsen. Wilmington received 
the largest grant of the five com- 
munities within Torkildsen's sixth 
congressional district receiving 
funds 

"These funds continue to demon- 
strate a federal commitment to 


© fighting crime in our communities,” 


Torkildsen said in a press release. 
"I have been working this year to 
make sure the COPS program re- 
mains intact." 

The COPS MORE program is part 
of the massive crime bill introduced 


by President Clinton in 1994 and 


passed by Congress in August of 
that year, Torkildsen was a key 
force in gathering Republican sup- 
port for a "compromise crime bill” 
after many in the party expressed 
dissatisfaction with the allotment of 
the federal dollars, according to 
Torkildsen press secretary Michael 
Armini, who spoke from his 
Washington office Wednesday 
morning. 
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Armini said the Justice Depart- 
ment undertakes a “huge process” in 
determining grants, adding that 
Wilmington has "done a good job in 
making applications” tor the COPS 
monies. 

According to the release, the 
program "is designed to put more 
police officers on the street by 
funding additional overtime. equip- 
ment and technology.” 

Wilmington Deputy Police Chief 
Bernard Nally said the department 
may look to use the grant funds to 
employ civilian dispatchers, thus 
freeing more officers to patrol the 
Streets. 

Saugus ($54,310), Newbury 
($30,000), Amesbury ($25,000) 
and Newburyport ($20,500) also 
garnered federal monies for their 
police departments.

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Erickson said that if passed, the 
board should require only nominal 
permitting fees of around $5, to 
cover processing expenses for the 
town. The idea, he said, was not to 
tax merchants out of business, but 
rather to give the board additional 
control over the sale of cigarettes to 
minors in Wilmington. The board 
appeared receptive to the low per- 
mitting fee suggestion 

Using a hypothetical scenario, 
Erickson said the board could 
continue to fine retailers $300 for a 
first offense of selling to a minor, 
perhaps another $300 for a second 
offense and then, for a_ third 


offense, come back with a six- 
month permit suspension 

But right now it's just discussion. 
Tobacco control officer Linda Kan- 
ter will gather drafts of tobacco 
regulations from other towns as a 
point of reference for the board for 
its next meeting. scheduled for 
Monday, Jan. 8. After forging a set 
of its own regulations, the board 
will then hold a public hearing, 
likely in February. 

If new regulations are passed, 
particularly those allotting new 
punishments for multiple sales 
violations, all retailers would have 
their current slates wiped clean 


in the boy’s room” 


school officials in emergencies. 

The male monitor has been on for 
a little over two weeks, the female 
for just more than one, and in that 
time the female monitor has already 
helped the school nurse in assisting a 
female student who passed out dur- 
ing school 

Woods said the applicants were 
also judged on their ability to inter- 
act with kids and to be firm “but not 
confrontational,” attributes posses- 
sed by both persons hired. 

But most important, perhaps, is 
that the two monitors have and will 
continue to free up more time for 
the school's two administrators 
while adding four extra eyes and 
four extra ears to the hallways 


“With two people [Woods and 
Nee] doing the bulk of disciplining, 
there are some things that slip by 
you.” Woods said 

So what's the verdict? 


"The kids don't like it," Woods 
said, which is probably a good 
indication that the plan is working. 
"They think the school is like a 
prison now. But I'd rather have it 
be a prison and have everybody 
safe. - 

But Nee added that the change has 
really brought “nothing out of the 
ordinary." He said the basic de- 
mands on students remain the same: 
"be in cl be on time and pursue 
an education to the best of their 
ability." Monitors are just an added 
incentive towards meeting those 
demands 

Still. some students feel they are 
feeling the heat because of a small 
crop of bad apples, a point Woods 
would be quick to agree with. And 
that's a bit of reality that could 
easily be chalked up to the state of 
public education, and society in gen- 
eral, in the 1990s.

Firefighters top Toys for Tots record

The Wilmington Fire Department, 
on the strength of a solid, commu- 
nity-wide; effort, had its best year 
ever collecting Toys for Tots, 
which have been distributed to 117 
needy children in Wilmington. 
“Every year we've been doing a 
little better than the year before," 


firefighter Bob Vassallo said of the 
ongoing effort. "Things are good - 
we can reach out and touch a lot 
more families.” 

{t wasn't always that way. In fact, 
as early as five years ago, the 
program, which has been in 
existence since the late 1960s, was 
seeing yearly declines, instead of 


gains. Until 1990, that is, when the 
fire department began publicizing 
the previously low key event more 
aggressively 

"In 1991 we got maybe four or 
five toys,” Vassallo noted. "After 
that we made the decision that we 
would publicize it a little bit 

The program has gone nowhere

OK because there are still kids in area towns who need toys, and the donations are being channeled to them. 
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but up since. This year, Vassallo 
estimates that the fire department 
distributed than $12,000 
worth of new toys. And with the 
increase in gifts has come an even 
more encouraging’ statistic: a de- 
cline in the number of children 
needing them. In two years, that 
number has dropped from 134 to 
the present 117 

"It's good the number has dropped 
but had it's still so high," Vassajlo 
said. 

But as long as there is even one 
family in Wilmington in need of 
assistance the fire department will 
be there - and then only due to the 
generosity of the town’s residents, 
churches, service organizations and 
businesspeople. 

The Marine Corps League annu- 
ally conducts a Toys for Tots pro- 
gram across the state and the local 
chapter always aids the Wilmington

effort as well 

For this year. businessman Jim 
Murray helped out by introducing 
the Santa Cause. which set up Santa 
Centers at local businesses such as 
Fred F. Cain Motors. where resi 
dents brought donations. In addi 
tion to a slew of toys brought in, the 
Santa Cause helped raise over $300 
for the Wilmington Food Pantry 
through its letters from Santa cam 
paign. 

And. as has been the case the last 
few years. Mark Lopez, of Universe 
Construction, turned in a four-digit 
cash donation he raised through 
matching all gifts given by his 
subcontractors, 

But even if a single resident drop: 
ped just a single toy by the fire 
station, that person and gift were 
immeasurably appreciated. The 
fire department has always, how- 
ever, tried to give at least some 
measure of thanks, and this year is 
no different. Each person making a

“We feel it’s important that we say 
thank you to the residents individu- 
ally.”

When as a tiny seven year old 
Leanne Harris went to sign-up to 
play softball, she was told she was 
a day too young. So the baseball 
diamond quickly became this 
young girl's best friend. It proved 
to be a decision that would pay 
championship dividends eight years 
later. 

At the start of the 1993-94 school 
year, Harris was a sophomore 
coming off a very impressive 
freshman year in three sports: field 
hockey, basketball and softball. 
She quickly developed that year 
into a dominating field hockey 
player. The team made it to the 
state tournament after a strong 
season, but were bounced out in the 
first round. 

Harris then moved on to the 
basketball season. Then coach Jim 
Tildsley kept telling Harris about 
her natural athletic abilities. Har- 
ris said he really pushed her into 
becoming the kind of athlete she is 
today. That hoop team went to the 
state tournament and won in the 
first round before exiting stage lett 
in the second. 

Then came the softball season in 
the spring of 1994. The team was 
coming off their first ever state 
championship flag and Harris was a 
part of that as the team's center 
fielder. She used her speed and 
her knowledge of the game as her 
strong points. She batted near the 
.300 mark, which was very im- 
pressive considering it was her 
first year of play in the underhand 
version of the sport 

Harris had a solid frosh year in 
softball. But she didn’t break into 
the sport and the system alone. 
Her cousin, Adrienne Fay, was 
getting most of the recognition as 
she led the team to that state 
championship ring as the pitcher. 
And the family tradition continued 
when the Cats were trying to 
capture their second straight state 
championship title that June 

Wilmington was leading 5-1 
going to the bottom of the seventh 
inning of the championship game 
against Mt. Graylock.

Leanne took that into account, 
because she new she was/due for 
some action since nothing Had been 
hit to her all game long. She took 
her father’s advice and moved back 
a few steps. 

Meanwhile, Fay delivered her 
pitch. The ball immediately took 
off the bat and sailed/into the 
outfield on a line drive. Harris 
thought it might fall in front of 
her, which would have tied the 
game up, so she took a step for- 
ward. Before she realized that she 
took a step in, the ball was still 
going. Harris leaped up in the air, 
timing the catch perfectly. In one 
continous motion, she took the ball 
out of her glove and fired it home. 

"I remember catching it, but I 
don't remember throwing it," Har- 
ris admitted. 

The runner from Mount Gray- 
lock was tagging up from third. 
And now, if the runner could touch 
the plate before the ball reached 
home, Mount Grayloe¢k would have 
achance at getting a State title by at 
least tying the game up. 

That didn't happen. Harris un- 
corked a perfect one-hop throw to 
Lisa Southmayd, who blocked the 
plate as. good as a catcher could 
*HEVESSSUtimayd caught the throw 
and applied the tag. An 8-2 double 
play - how pretty to watch. 

“Leanne made a great play,” 
Southmayd said minutes after she 
applied the tag. "I don't know how 
she ever got such a good throw off. 
She made such a great play and the 
throw was right to me." 

And before Harris knew she 
completed the double play to give 
Wilmington their second consecu-

"My heart was in my throat on 
that play," head coach Paul Lyman 
said after the famous play.

With a combined margin of 
defeat of 49 points in their first

The girls hoop team came off a 
big 69-42 win against Manchester 
last week in their league opener 
and on Friday night they did much 
the same with a 62-40 romp over 
Pentucket.

“Wednesday will be a big test."

Wilmington opened up the contest 
with a 10-3 lead within the first 
five minutes of play. Pentucket 
then controlled the next few 
minutes to Complete a 6-2 run to 
make 10-7 in favor of the Cats and 
force Kapnis to call a timeout with 
10:15 remaining on the score- 
board. 

Tait immediately showed divid- 
ends of the timeout call as she came 
out and put in two baskets, with 
one of those coming from a long 
court length pass from Harris for 
an easy lay-up. The second was a 
baseline jumper to force Pentucket 
to take a timeout with 9:04 left in 
the half down by seven points at

long bomb of her own, finding 


Harris open for a lay-up off the 
glass for another two points. 

During that time, the entire 
Wilmington team was finding the 
open lanes and driving to the net to 
either score two points, cause a 
foul or miss the shot, grab the 
rebound and add another two 
points 

Wilmington completed a 15-1 run 
which ended with 4:45 lett in the 
first half. Southmayd made a nice 
fake inside-out move at the baseline 
for two on a nice dish from Mac- 
Arthur, and Southmayd then fol- 
lowed up a miss drive where she 
grabbed the board and sank in two 


MacArthur ended the successful 
run with two free throws which 
made it 25-8 in favor of the Cats 
and they cruised from that point 
on. 

"We had a lot of great perform- 
ances tonight. I thought Leanne, 
Karen and Lisa all had strong 
games grabbing rebounds and we 
need them to continue that.

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Hockey team outshoots

From the opening faceoff to the 
sound of the final buzzer, the Wil- 
mington High School varsity hoc- 
key team simply dominated in their 
league opener on Saturday after- 
noon against Amesbury. But. the 
biscuit just wouldn't find it's way 
into the net as they lost 2-1. 

The Cats were coming off a 9-0 
thrashing to Westford Academy 
from last Wednesday evening and 
perhaps they thought they could 
have done the same to Amesbury. 
In one way they did do just that. 
They outskated them, and outshot 
them by a margin of 49-16. Two 
first period goals by Amesbury 
were the difference. 

“The first period killed us. We 
had guys caught up ice on both 
goals and we just didn't come out 
flying like we are capable of,” head 
coach Steve Scanlon said. "We had 
our’ scoring chances - no doubt 
about it. Their goalie played fan- 
tastic and you have to give him 
credit. We kept telling the kids to 
go high, but they just couldn't get 
it by him." 

When the referees lost control of 
the game from the get-go, that 
drastically hurt the Cats, especially 
in the final minutes. 

With 3:23 seconds left in the 
game and Wilmington really apply- 
ing offensive scoring chances, 
Danny Abbott was digging for a 
loose puck at the crease. An 
Amesbury player came over and 
crosschecked Abbott sending him 
through the air. The referee 
immeditaly threw that player out 
of the game 

But. after the fact, the same 
referee called a penalty on Dennis 
Torpey » for slashing-the goal- 
tender. Hmm... Abbott was digg- 
ing for the puck and Torpey gets a 
penalty for slashing. Wrong guy? 
Yup. But, Abbott or Torpey, or 
whomever, didn't slash the goalie - 
the goalie never had the puck tied 
up in the first place. So instead of 
the Cats being up at least one 
player and perhaps two when they 
pull netminder Jason Dango, the 
situation called for a 4-on-4 with 
Wilmington never getting the 
chance to pull Dango to try to tie 
the game up. 

The last two minutes of the game 
never stopped in the excitémenf 
category. Before he was cheap- 
shotted near the Amesbury net, 
Abbott was sent on a breakaway 


from a beautiful across the ice pass 
from behind the blue line from 
Mike Berian near the Wilmingion 
bench just. across the red line.

Just moments after the power 
play had ended, senior co-captain 
Charlie Ross was sent in on a 
breakaway and he too like Abbott,

Amesbury then took the puck up 
ice.

In his four years of playing 
football for Tewksbury High 
School, Mike Torode has hit his 
share of players during either 
practices or games. But, the first 
person Mike ever dropped his 
shoulder to hit was someone he sees 
everyday - his best friend and his 
father, Tom. 

When Mike was eight years old, he 
and his mother drove past Livinston 
Street Park, where a bunch of 
youths were running around with 
this strange, oblong leather object 
galled a football, tackling, grabbing 
and hitting each other, Mike 
thought that was neat so he asked his 
mother if he could try, She said the 
two of them would talk it over with 
Mike's father. 

So Tom had a proposition for his 
youngest child of four and only son. 
Tom went down to his knees and 
told Mike that if he could knock him 
over, then he was tough enough to

Mike stepped back several feet 
He said he wanted to prove to his 
mother and father that he was tough 
enough. He bolted as fast as he 
could towards his father, dropped 
his shoulder and ... WHAM! - Mike 
Struck his father as hard as any 
éight-year-old kid could.

He taught 
me everything I know about foot- 
ball and basketball. He always puts 
up with all of my crap and I can't 
thank him enough," Mike Torode 
said. 

In football, Mike was named

Co-Player of the Year in the 
Merrimack Valley Conference 
along with teammate Ben Christo- 
pher. He was a Lowell Sun All-Star 
as well as a Boston Globe and 
Herald All-Scholastic selection. 

In basketball, he was named to the 
all-star team as a sophomore and 
junior. And on Tuesday night, 
when the boys team opened up its 
season at home against St. Clements, 
out of Somerville, Mike had 24 
points in just ten minutes of play. 
Calculator says that's about 75 
points had he played every minute 

His third sport, track, is arguably 
his best. He didn't plan on going out 
for track in high school, but he said 
a former student kiddingly told him 
he had no choice but to go out for 
the team, Since then, Mike has been 
a key member of the two-time Class 
C State Champions.

“There is a lot of excitement 
at Challenge Unlimited, a thera- 
peutic ride program at Ironstone 
Farm in Andover,” reads “Help 
is needed at Challenge 
Unlimited” in the “Town Crier.” 

“You can see it in the smiles 
‘of the many riders as they 
approach their horses and 
ponies to begin their lessons. 
‘The riders may have a variety 
of disabilities. They include 
cerebral palsy, multiple sclero- 
sis, autism, visual and hearing 
impairments and other physical 
and mental disabilities.” 

Since 1960, Dick Donovan has 
owned and operated the farm 
located just off Route 133 near 
Route 93. Deedee O’Brien, 
certified in occupational educa- 
tion, oversees Challenge activi- 
ties with a staff including 
instructors, therapists and 
Special Olympics coaches. 

“The idea of using horses is 
to build a bond between the ani- 
mal and the disabled person,” 
she notes, “with the horse’s gait 
helping the rider tense and 
relax muscles to improve 
strength, control, balance, and 
endurance. When a person 
$traddles a walking horse, the 
tHovement is the same as walk- 
ing themselves. The person is 
strengthening and improving in 
balance and coordination and 
learning to right themselves if 
they start to topple.” 


Volunteers are crucial to the 
“program's success, and help by: 
‘handling the horse or pony as 
ithe client performs grooming 
‘and tacking tasks before riding; 
saiding the client with such 
tasks; leading the horse; or 
walking beside the client, offer- 
‘ing support and guidance.

Review Bylaw gives the 
Historical Commission the 
power to delay the demolition of 
a building that has historical 
significance in Reading.

determine whether the demoli- 
tion will be detrimental to the 
historical significance to the 
community. 

“If it is determined that there 
is historical significance, the 
issue of a permit may be 
delayed for no more than six 
months, during which time the 
commission members will work 
with the owner, state and local 
officials to try to find an alter- 
native to demolishing the build- 


“As written, the property 
owner would be forced to pay for 
mailing, posting or publishing 
the required notices. But an 
amendment was passed so that 
the town will pick up those 
costs. 

“Also, as amended, the prop- 
erty owner must be notified 30 
days in advance of a vote being 
taken.”

beating drums. When he rolls 
the dice against his friend Sarah 
(Laura Bell-Bundy,) he is 
sucked into the game, not to be 
seen again for 26 years, when he 
reappears as a grown-up Robin 
Williams.

Wash the bottles and tops 
in hot, soapy water; rinse care- 
fully and allow the insides to 
dry. Fill one bottle of cruet with 
a deep golden green olive oil. 

Into the second bottle, pour 
about 1/4 cup washed and dried 
fresh, frozen or dried cranber- 
ries per cup of vinegar.

white wine vinegar will produce 
a beautiful deep red immediate- 
ly; white wine vinegar will dark- 
en with time, providing a cheer- 
ful complement to the olive oil’s 
glowing green. To hasten the fla- 
vor exchange, heat the vinegar 
in a non reactive pan until warm 
(he not bailing), then pour into 
a bottle with the cranberries 
until full. 


For optimal flavor, store the 
bottles for two to three weeks in 
a cool dark place. Tie the bottle 
tops with festive holiday ribbons 
or tassels of gold, and perhaps 
place them in an attractive bas- 
ket for a final flourish.

Boston Public Library after a 
two year absence (1993-1994) 
when it, along with 44 dolls from 
the library's renowned Dennis 
Doll Collection, was on loan to

Miss Stimson was an artist 
from Concord who created 
about 50 diorama during her 
lifetime, many of which were 
commissioned by the Boston 
Public Library. She began creat- 
ing the dioramas to amuse her 
older sister, who was bedridden 
for most of her life. In addition 
to the "Alice in Wonderland," 
diorama (1948), Ms. Stimson's 
dioramas at the BPL include 
"The London of Charles 
Dickens" (1955), "The Arabian 
Nights" (1959), and 
"Printmakers at Work" (1966), 
among others. The latter recre- 
ates scenes by Rembrandt, 
Toulouse Lautrec, and Daumier, 
and is on permanent display in 
the Wiggin Gallery of the 
Research Library. 

Perhaps the best example of 
Miss Stimson's work can be 
found in the North End Branch 
Library where the "Doge's 
Palace," a reproduction of a 16th 
century Venetian Palace for 
which she spent two years

As part of a metric olympics, 
held in their school courtyard, 
Tewksbury’s John W. Wynn 
Middle School seventh grade 
students recently participated in 
some hands-on adventures. 

“This experience was part of 
a mathematics and science unit 
which reflected the principles of 
the Massachusetts Mathematics 
Curriculum Framework and the 
Science and Technology 
Curriculum Frameworks,” says 
Wynn Middle School 
Mathematics Curriculum 
Coordinator Joanna Krainski. 
“The two disciplines were con- 
nected by engaging students in 
hands-on activities which 
required the application of prob- 
lem-solving techniques to solve 
real-life situations.” 

The grade seven 
‘Adventurers, according to 
Krainski, engaged in mathemat- 
ics and science activities which 
challenged their methods of 
inquiry, through events designed 
for applying measurement con- 
cepts to real-world, problem- 
solving situations, with technol- 
ogy applications. 

Students in Cynthia Abate’s 
science labs and Krainski’s 
mathematics classes are cur- 
rently studying metric measure- 
ments and statistics. “The active 
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Se 00 Notes Introducing a ‘wynning’ 


hands-on approach engaged stu- 
dents in a way scientists, mathe- 
maticians, and technologists do 
... asking questions and evaluat- 
ing evidence which is central to 
the investigations,” notes 
Krainski. “Working within coop- 
erative learning experiences, 
activities required each stu- 
dent’s estimation and direct 
physical measurement of length, 
area, capacity (volume) or 
weight. 

“They learned to recognize 
relationships among the metric 
measurement units and make 
conversions within the system. 
The activities enabled the stu- 
dents to focus on essential 
knowledge, skills, and problem- 
solving strategies; make connec- 
tions within and between the 
disciplines; and develop reason- 
ing skills.” 

Assistants at each learning 
station recorded the results of 
the participants while other stu- 
dents worked to set up a com- 
puter-generated spreadsheet. 
“They will continue in data 
analysis by gathering, organiz- 
ing, analyzing, interpreting, and 
reporting the data,” notes 
Krainski. “Working in the area 
of statistics, they will find the 
range of estimates and actual 
measurements in order to ascer- 
tain measures of central tenden- 
cy: median, mean and mode 
The Adventurers are interested 
in generating graphs to find 
answers and correlations to 
questions brought about by the 
students.”

“Landlord’s Handbook” 


; The time has come for 
Massachusetts landlords to take 
control of their rental property.” 
Those words are the impetus 
behind a newly published book 
by North Reading attorney 
Joseph P. DiBlasi. It’s entitled: 
“The Massachusetts Residen- 
tial Landlord’s Handbook - 
Taking Control of Your 
Property.” 

The Handbook, printed and 
released this month, fills a large 
need in the market for informa- 
tion for residential landlords. 

Explaining his decision to 
write the book, Attorney 
DeBlasi states, “I have repre- 
sented many clients who were 
misguided in their roles as resi- 
dential landlords. They were not 
knowledgeable about the Mass- 
achusetts laws and regulations 
that govern their duties and 
obligations. Unfortunately, when 
they finally decided to consult 
with an attorney, it was too late, 
as many of their prior omissions 
and mistakes could not be recti- 
fied.” 


DiBlasi states that after 
researching into the matter fur- 
ther, he came to understand why 
landlords commonly were in the 
dark. “There is an undeniable 
lack of information out there for 
them. Tenants, on the other 
hand, may obtain publications 
from the Attorney General's 
Office and other organizations 
to inform them of their rights 
and the landlord’s duties. 
Furthermore, tenants, if they 
qualify, may be entitled to free 
legal representation.” When one 
considers the significance of 
rental property as an invest-

ment for a landlord, the need for 
information becomes even clear- 
er. 
The Handbook informs the 
landlord as to his or her rights 
and obligations under Massa- 
chusetts law from before the 
inception of the tenancy through 
the eviction proceedings. It con- 
tains approximately 140 pages, 
divided into seven chapters, cov- 
ering topics such as the pre- 
occupancy certificates; the lead 
paint law; the role of the real 
estate agent; the rental applica- 
tion; credit checks; discrimina- 
tion in housing; the tenancy-at- 
will versus the lease; the securi- 
ty deposit and the last month's 
rent deposit; the responsibilities 
of each party regarding the 
maintenance and care of the 
unit; the state Sanitary Code; 
raising the rent; the notice to 
quit; summary process; the ten- 
ant’s defenses and counter- 
claims; and moving the tenant 
out. 

In the introduction, DiBlasi 
gears the Handbook toward the 
non-professional landlord. “The 
Handbook is_ specifically 
designed for smaller landlords 
who own and rent units that 
number only in the single digits. 
Owner-occupiers will find this 
book most useful. These small- 
scale landlords do not have the 
luxury of professional property 
managers to oversee their busi- 
ness matters, A no-paying or 
problem tenant to these land- 
lords can be devastating,” he 
said. The Handbook is written 
in easy to understand, non- 
legalese words. It contains 
numerous practical tips scat- 
tered throughout the pages and
